75  Years  Ago... 


Every  year  alumni 
come  to  Auburn’s  cam¬ 
pus  to  reflect  on  the  way 
things  were  and  to  re¬ 
mark  on  how  things  have 
changed.  The  entire 
campus  has  shifted  to 
the  south  as  new  build¬ 
ings  were  built.  Origi¬ 
nally  the  school  stood 
much  nearer  the  cliff 
overlooking  the  Green 
River  and  consisted  of 
an  administration 
building  with  a  dormi¬ 
tory  attached  to  each 
side.  It  was  not  yet  two 
years  old  in  May  1921, 
when  a  fire  originating 
in  the  boiler  room  swept 
first  through  the  girls’ 
dormitory  and  then  en¬ 
gulfed  the  whole  build¬ 
ing.  Students  heroically 
rescued  library  books, 
some  dorm  furniture 
and  pianos,  but  they 
could  not  save  their 
school.  Fortunately,  no¬ 
body  was  killed. 

By  the  following  au¬ 
tumn,  new  buildings 
were  ready.  The  girls 
had  a  new  dorm  sepa¬ 
rate  from  the  main 
building,  which  was 
built  on  the  old  foun¬ 
dation;  the  young  men 
lived  in  East  Hall,  which 
had  been  used  as  faculty 
housing. 

Erected  between  1922 
and  1925,  Inspiration 
Point  was  originally 
called  “The  Crow’s 
Nest”-the  rebuilt  ver¬ 
sion  does  not  have  trees 
growing  through  it  as  the 
old  one  did. 

In  1930  Western 


Washington  Missionary 
Academy  changed  its 
name  to  Auburn  Acad¬ 
emy;  the  following  year 
Madge  Gould  composed 
Auburn’s  school  song. 
During  the  depression 
years  students  used 
trees  cut  from  school 
property  to  build  Gib¬ 
son  Hall,  a  new  men’s 
dormitory. 

Nelson  Hall,  original¬ 
ly  named  South  Hall, 
was  started  in  1946  and 
completed  three  years 
later.  In  1963  it  was  re¬ 
modeled  to  face  the  new 
campus  which  was 
bounded  by  the  just  fin¬ 
ished  Witzel  Hall,  Ru¬ 
dolph  Hall,  and  the  large 
gym-Rainier  Auditori¬ 
um,  erected  in  1959. 

The  present  adminis¬ 
tration  building  was 
started  in  May  1964  and 
was  occupied  the  follow¬ 
ing  December.  It  was 
followed  by  the  swim¬ 
ming  pool  (1969),  the 
music  building  (1974), 
the  Spady  Industrial 
Arts  Complex  (1974), 
and  the  church  (1979). 

Gradually  the  old 
frame  buildings  were  re¬ 
moved  and  grass  now 
grows  where  students 
once  studied,  laughed 
and  prayed.  If  you  ever 
feel  like  reflecting,  go 
walk  on  the  sidewalks 
they  once  walked,  imag¬ 
ine  the  towering  white 
buildings,  and  linger 
awhile  at  Inspiration 
Point.

Declassified  Secrets 


Whenever  there  are 
strange  stories  from  the 
past,  the  best  way  to  find 
out  about  them  is  to  ask 
someone  who  was  there. 
Mr.  Bob  Farver  came  to 
Auburn  Academy  in  1954. 

During  the  1964  earth¬ 
quake,  Mr.  Farver’s  wife 
was  in  charge  of  the  cafe¬ 
teria.  When  the  ground 
started  to  shake,  she 
yelled,  “Everybody  out!” 
For  some  reason  everyone 
heard  her  and  ran  outside. 
The  building  wasn’t  dam¬ 
aged,  and  no  one  was  sure 
whether  the  quick  exit 
was  wise,  but  the  students 
listened  to  authority  when 
it  counted  and  stayed  safe. 

Sometimes  the  students 
didn’t  listen,  and  the  re¬ 
sult  was  tragedy.  In  1951 
the  laundry  building  had 


a  dumbwaiter  to  carry 
clothes  upstairs  for  iron¬ 
ing.  Disregarding  the 
rules,  a  girl  climbed  inside 
for  a  ride  up.  When  she 
leaned  out  to  wave  to  her 
friends,  the  ceiling  hit  her 
on  the  head,  killing  her. 
On  a  school  hike  in  1977 
the  students  were  warned 
to  stay  on  the  trails  where 
a  river  ran  through  huge 
cracks  in  the  rocks.  One 
senior  boy  disregarded  the 
rule  and  ran  to  jump  from 
one  rock  to  another.  He 
didn’t  make  it,  and  they 
never  found  him. 

Although  there  have 
never  been  any  serious 
problems  with  the  com¬ 
munity,  one  time  a  couple 
of  strangers  got  into  the 
girls’  dorm.  The  girls’ 
dean  called  the  guys’ 


dean,  who  made  an  an¬ 
nouncement  over  the  in¬ 
tercom.  All  the  guys 
rushed  out  of  their  dorm 
yelling  and  shouting  as 
they  ran  to  defend  the 
girls.  The  intruders  took 
off  running  and  never 
came  back. 

After  the  runway  was 
built  in  1966,  a  United 
Airlines  pilot  who  flew  a 
727,  taught  flying  lessons 
in  his  free  time.  The  cost 
for  one  hour  of  flying  in 
the  Cessna  150  was  $8.00. 
One  boy  who  had  soloed 
wasn’t  thinking,  and  ran 
out  of  fuel  near  Puyallup. 
Fortunately,  he  landed 
just  50  feet  short  of  the 
runway,  and  walked  to 
the  hangars  to  get  fuel.
